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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . The applicant argues that the prior art does 
not combine to reject claim 1 . The examiner disagrees since the prior art clearly teaches a master/slave concept (which is well known as 
one controlling device and other controlled devices). 2. The applicant argues Toriumi does not teach synchronization. The examiner 
disagrees since the concept of Karaoke requires all the singers to be in synchronization. Therefore, as stated by the examiner, Toriumi 
inherently requires the sing-along to be syncronized (when it is performed). 3) The applicant has misinterpreted the examiner's added 
statement for claim 1 , see their argument at the top of page 5, whereby they believe the examiner is referring to the Japanese patent. The 
examiner is referring to Toriumi since the added phrase was added just after the reference to Toriumi. Note that the term "master/slave" is 
a concept which conveys synchronization between two devices. It appears the applicant is arguing the "phraseology" rather than the 
"concept" of the claim. The prior art put forth prior art that teaches sing-along/Karaoke systems which inherently require any/all users to 
be synchronized to a master station. Furthermore, the applicant has provided no concrete evidence that their system does not operate in 
the manner put forth by the examiner's prior art (eg. they arguments merely contradict and do not show how their system differs). 
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
